Food Problems 


Health Value Of Fruits And Vege | 
tables Is Stressed 


The subject of health values of| 
Canadian foods, particularly fruits 
and vegetables, is receiving an in- 
creasing amount of attention and 
presents problems of national. im- 
portance, said Dr. J. M. Swaine, 
Director, Science Service, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, in a re- 
cent address on ‘‘Technical .Agricul- 
ture in War Time.” Discoveries made 
in the last few years have shown 
that the buoyant health of human be- 
ings, and also of domestic animals, 
depends in part on the consumption 
of small amounts of chemical sub- 
stances called vitamins, whose im- 


portance until recently was almost 
completely unknown. 
Canadian fruits and vegetables 


contain certain of these vitamins in 
sufficient amount if the products are 
wisely selcted and properly prepared 
for the table. Research is continually 
bringing to light new facts about 
these health substances, but more is 
required to be known before Cana- 
can be 
utilized to the fullest advantage. It 
may be. said that several Canadian 
laboratories are working on these 
problems at the present time, and, if 
the program: that has been planned 
can be carried through to comple- 
tion. a great deal more informa- 
tion on the health values of Canadian 
fruits and vegetables should be avail- 
able before this year is over. There 
can be little doubt that the subject 
well deserves the attention of tech- 
nical agriculture.

LEARN ABOUT LIFE SAVING 
By James Barton, M.D. 


‘At a time when swimming and 
boating are at their height, I believe 
it would be well for all of us to be 
ready to give a helping hand in cases 
of drowning. The old idea that un- 
less the body is recovered in five 
minutes or less, nothing can be done, 
was wrong, and resuscitation has 
been accomplished when the individ- 
ual has been in the water over half 
an hour. 

\At this time, therefore, I would 
like to refer to the recommendations 
| of Drs. D. ‘W. Lougheed, J. M. Janes 
and G. E. Hall, university of Toronto, 
in the Canadian Medical association 
Journal. 

‘All mud or other substance should 
be removed from mouth and throat. 
The body should be gently lifted by 
the waist, to allow as much water as 
possible to drain from stomach and 
lungs. The body should then be 
Placed face downward with the head 
and chest lower than the rest of the 
body. With the head of the patient 
slightly drawn back and lying on one 
side, the Schaefer method of artificial 
breathing should be started immedi- 
ately. The tongue should be pulled 
forward. If tongue does not remain 
forward and a catheter is available 
catheter should be pushed gently down 
the throat and if foam blocks it, the 
foam can.be drawn out by suction. 
A “perle” of amy! nitrate, if available 
should be crushed and held over the 
end of catheter. 

It is, however, the Schaefer method 
of artificial respiration that is the 
most important part of the treatment. 
It is as follows: 

Place the patient face downwards
